SIR CHARLES 


Lack of comprehensive American racing records prior to 1830 makes it impossible 
to tabulate exact lists of leading sires prior to that year. However we know from 
numerous references that *Fearnought was a Titan prior to the Revolutionary War; 
that the *Diomed-sweep started when the first American foals from the English 
Derby winner started racing in 1803 and lasted long after *Diomed’s death in 1808; 
and that *Diomed’s success was surpassed by that of his son Sir Archy, whose over. 
whelming supremacy from 1814-1830 gained him the sobriquet “The Godolphin 
Arabian of America.” 


The American Turf Register made the first attempt to record the year’s racing in 
1830 and from that, we can draw the first American sire figures. Up to the Civil 
War, the leading sires were determined by the number of races won rather than the 
money won by their get; since purses were small, a stallion’s reputation rested 
race winning ability and the class of horses beaten. 


Sir Charles probably was the best of Sir Archy’s nearly 100 sons at stud. Though his 
stud career covered only 10 seasons, he led the list of winning sires for five years, 
and was the first to dispute Sir Archy’s long supremacy. 


Sir Charles was a splendid race horse, won 20, finished second four times in 25 starts 
over six seasons. His last race was the only blotch on his career. Broken down, Sit 
Charles came up to a North vs. South match with American Eclipse on three legs 
Struggling through the first part of the four-mile match, Sir Charles was forced 
a standstill when his leg gave away entirely while American Eclipse galloped on 1 
a hollow victory. 


Sir Charles sired nearly 40 horses of high reputation, the most famous of whith 
were Wagner and Trifle. From Wagner came Charlotte Hamilton, ancestress of 
Himyar (sire of Domino) and Hamburg.

Wups Twice 


One transposed line in our summary of 
the Keeneland fall sales (issue of Novem- 
per 10, page 1284.) threw the whole tabula- 
tion out of kilter. The line, accounting for 
the resale of 2 yearlings, inadvertently was 
included in the totals for mixed stock.

130-Pound Breaking Point 


Eddie Arcaro on Thursday, November 
15, addressed a National Press Club meet- 
ing in Washington, D. C. The Racing Form 
transcribed the talk, and from the publish- 
ed text we have taken Arcaro’s comments 
on the meaning of weight. 

“You heard a lot about weight in recent 
months—about how much to put on Nashua 
and Swaps and other good horses. As you 
know, the handicappers assign weight 
which is carried by means of lead blocks 
dropped into slots in the saddlecloth. 
Some trainers have said that they prefer 
to have a heavy boy in a big race so that 
he can shift the weight around as he 
moves, but I believe that dead weight, 
tied down, is much less tiring on the 
horse. Take a look at Shoemaker. He 
weighs about 95 pounds stripped, and the 
valets often stagger out with 15 or 20 
pounds of lead. Yet he rides as many 
winners as anyone. When I went to 
France recently, too, the best rider over 
there was a young boy who weighed only 
about the same as Shoe. They carry more 
weight over there than they do here, too, 
yet this boy won plenty of races with dead 
weight tied down. 

“Incidentally, the 130-pound limit for 
horses in this country has been discussed a 
lot on the sports pages in recent seasons, 
and I'd like to make this observation from 
my own experience. Up to 115 pounds, 
weight doesn’t mean much, but after that 
it really tells, particularly in distance 
taces. A horse can carry a pretty good 
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package in a sprint, but when he has to 
lug it over a distance of ground, then he 
will tire. You may ask why 130 pounds 
should be the limit. I can only tell you 
that it seems to be the breaking point. 
Of course, there have been horses who 
have carried more successfully, but 
there are exceptions to every rule.” 

Arcaro said that Citation probably was 
“the greatest horse I’ve ever handled.” He 
also had some nice things to say about 
Nashua: 

“Nashua, too, was a great horse, but 
sometimes he just wouldn’t give his best. 
I'll tell you something that I never told 
anyone while Nashua was still racing— 
he didn’t like to get dirt in his face. But 
now that he’s retired it doesn’t make any 
difference. However, he was terrific the 
day he won the Jockey Club Gold Cup in 
record time. And, in case you’re interest- 
ed, I believe that we could have beaten 
Swaps in the Gold Cup. There are damn 
few horses in this country that could beat 
Nashua going 2 miles.” 


No Theatrics, Please 


From Dean Eagle’s column on Novem- 
ber 8 in the Louisville Times: 
“Regardless of how bad a ride a jockey 
sometimes gives a horse, I believe that the 
number of fixed races is far below what 
the average person imagines. It is a 
comparatively clean sport, thanks to the 
vigilance of track officials and the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations, who know 
that their livelihood is based on integrity. 
However, a disturbing thing was 
brought up recently in a conversation I 
had with a jockey. The rider—a very good 
one—said he had ridden a horse to three 
straight victories and was taken off him in 
favor of Willie Hartack, who was in the 
middle of a hot streak. .. . ‘I went to the 
owner,’ he said, ‘and asked him if I hadn’t 
been riding his horse satisfactorily. He 
said I had, but that the track was putting 
pressure on him (the owner) to let Har- 
tack have the mount because he was a 
sharp horse and the track wanted Har- 
tack’s streak to continue to pull fans to 
the track. Thank goodness, Churchill 
Downs doesn’t go for such theatrics. A 
race track has a very good gimmick— 
man’s egotistical opinion that he can beat 
the races, his instinct to gamble, and his 
love for luxuries that he envisions just 
beyond a set of a boxcar pari-mutuel pay- 
offs. But for a track to use its influence 
in any way except to get the best horses, 
best jockeys, and let owner and rider 
work out their own relationship is unthink- 
able. The race track is no place for stag- 
ing victories. Let the whips fall where 
they may.”

MARYLAND 
One for the Girls 


BattimorE. In the 22 years he has 
owned 550-acre Forest Retreat Farm in 
Nicholas County. Kentucky, Dr. Eslie As- 
bury has derived a great deal of pleasure 
and satisfaction from breeding Thorough- 
reds. From the eminent Cincinnati sur- 
geon’s iarm have come the accomplished 
sire Revoked, the $100,000 winner Brown- 
jan, and the Kentucky Derby winner De- 
termine, among others. 

To share his blessings, and perhaps to 
perpetuate family interest in raising race 
horses, Dr. Asbury gave 3 fillies, one to 
his daughter, one each to his 2 daughters- 
inlaw. The endowments were made with 
the understanding that each of the young 
ladies was to pay her filly’s expenses, but 
stakes winnings. if any, would be shared 
equally by the 3. 

Mrs. James (Elizabeth Asbury) Stone’s 
sift filly was a daughter of Hill Prince 
from Seabiscuit’s half-sister Brown Bis- 
cuit, the latter a foundation mare pur- 
chased from Wheatley Stable in 1937. 
Mrs. Stone’s husband selected the name 
Lebkuchen (a German Christmas cookie) 
for the filly, which is leased to Dr. As- 
bury and runs in his green-and-white 
silks. 

Turned over to trainer Mackenzie 
(Mack} Miller, Lebkuchen showed noth- 
ing down Belmont Park’s Widener chute 
in her first start in June, finishing next- 
to-last in a field of 14. Bucked shins kept 
her out ef action until late in the Saratoga 
meeting. In her only race at the Spa 
she retired early after showing brief speed. 
Returned to Belmont Park, Lebkuchen 
twice more tried the Widener Course. 
but each time refused to extend herself. 
She seemed always to be looking for the 
turn, her trainer said. 

Last month at Keeneland she found the 
turn for which she was looking, and won 
a 7-furlong maiden race going away. 
Dropped back to 6% furlongs the next 
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week, she easily won an allowance race 
in 1:1725 while displaying good finishing 
power. Then followed a 6-furlong allow- 
ance race at Churchill Downs, which was 
to be her final preparation for the Selima 
Stakes. Breaking from the No. 10 post, 
she got up in the drive to win in 1:1245 
from Polarcy and Duntreath Gift, and + 
days later she was shipped by van to 
Laurel fer the Selima. 

The 1;4-mile Selima brought out a 
field of 9. including the Gardenia Stakes 
winner Magic Forest and Marullah, win- 
ner of the Sorority Stakes. The crowd 
of 17.653. largest of the Laurel meeting 
to that point, assigned Magic Forest the 
bulk of its support. 

Lebkuchen, third choice, broke next te 
last under Johnny Longden, who was in 
town chiefly to ride *Hindu Wand in the 
International and who had asked Laurel 
to find him a Selima berth. Longden ai- 
lowed his mount to dawdle as Slipperoo 
and Punctilious fought for early com- 


mand. By the time she straightened away 


in the hcme lane, Punctilious had gained 
the lead on the rail, but she now was 
battling to stave off Jet’s Charm’s bid. 


Farther back, Lebkuchen was running 
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Dr. AsBurY 


strongly on the outside, and Planchette 
and Smoke Veil moved closer. 

Seventy yards from home and running 
well out from the rail, Smoke Veil and 
Lebkuchen locked in close combat. The 
Asbury home-bred, on the outside, got up 
to win by a nose in a furious finish, bui 
her margin might have been more had 
not her tormentor, under Hartack’s left- 
handed punishment, drifted over on her. 

Lebkuchen stepped the distance on a 
fast track in 1:4424, 135 seconds slower 
than the track record, but a new standard 
for the stakes. It was the second straight 
year a late-flowering daughter of Hill 
Prince had won the Selima. Last season 
Mrs. Vernon G. Cardy’s Levee commenced 
her climb to fame with an upset victory. 


The Filly Man 
Tall, handsome Mack Miller has 2 ef 


the season’s leading 2-year-old fillies in 
Charlton Clay’s Leallah and Dr. As- 
bury’s Lebkuchen. Only 8 of Miller’s 35 
years have been spent on the race track, 
but the record speaks eloquently for his 
ability. This season, his best, he has won 
23 races and approximately $250,000 in 
stakes and purses. 

A native of Versailles, Ky., the affable 
Miller operates a public stable, and most 
of his 8 or 9 clients are Kentucky breed- 
ers. His success has been predominantly 
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with fillies. Last year he won the Distaff, 
Champlain, Step Lightly, and Falls City 
Handicaps with Mrs. Joe Goodwin's Oil 
Painting. This season he has taken down 
4 addel-money races with Leallah. and 
the Selima with Lebkuchen. 

Miller is batting 1.000 in Maryland. 
Lebkuchen is the only horse he’s ever 
saddled in the almost-Free State. and the 
victory was second only to Leallah’s Lassie 
as the inost rewarding job of his career. 
The Asbury filly’s share of the $63.100 
purse wac $47,000. 

Lebkuchen isn’t scheduled to race again 
this year. She'll be left at Keeneland 
along with the other Miller charges until 
January 1. 

“I'd like to see her grow and develop « 
little more, for I think she'll be a nice 
Oaks filly.” Miller said. 

It may be that Miller will have another 
good season with his fillies next year. 
since slated to join his string are sisters 
te Leallah and Invigorator. as well as a 
Revoked colt out of Egretta, thus a half- 
brother to the promising Asgard.

CALIFORNIA 
95 Horses and No Sales 


Los ANGELEs. The successful come- 
back of *Poona II at Del Mar, along with 
the more recent victory scored by Friend- 
ly Isls in the Columbus Day Handicap at 
Golden Gate Fields, have done much to 
restore the Turf fortunes of Herman H. 
Helbush, of Bel Air and Northridge. 

There was a time, after *Poona II’s 
triumph in the 1955 Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, when the Helbush stable was one of 
the leaders in the West. But after the 
death of trainer R. H. McDaniel the stable 
went into a sharp decline. 

Last July. just before the start of the 
Del Mar campaign, Graceton Philpot took 
over the Helbush runners, and almost 
immediately the blue-and-white silks began 
showing up again in the winner's circle. 
*Poona II’s biggest race at Del Mar came 
on closing day when the chestnut horse 
carved out a new track record of 1:401% 
for 1,4; miles. Only Swaps ever ran the 
distance faster. 

Helbush, who has made a fortune in 
radar and lock nuts for jet aircraft, owns 
a 120-acre farm in Northridge, just north 
of Los Angeles, in the San Fernando 
Valley. Property in this area has become 
so valuable to subdividers that many 
breeders have moved their operations else- 
where. 

In the 9 years he has been in racing 
Helbush gradually has expanded his breed- 
ing stock and racing stable until he now 
has 95 horses. The stallions Good End- 
ing, *Star of the Forest, *Smeraldo, and 
*Royal Blue II recently were leased to 
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H. HELBusH 


Mr. AND Mrs. H. 


Steve Hammond’s Greenacres Stud. in 
Chino. *Knockmealdown is leased to a 
Canadian breeder, and Fortuneway and 
*Daoud Pasha are at Helbush Farm. Also 
at the ranch at this moment are 27 brood- 
mares, 17 sucklings, and a yearling crop 
of 9 fillies and 9 colts. 

The fillies especially are an extremely 
good-looking lot, and there should be some 
good prospects among them. The large 
paddocks, spread over rolling land, should 
be an ideal place to raise horses. 

All of this began for Helbush in 1949 
with one horse. a filly named Ann’s Lark. 
Her owner became fascinated with the 
sport, and his career in racing is probably 
without parallel in that he has acquired 
so many horses without ever selling one. 
He has lost some in claiming races, but 
never through an outright sale. 

Gwen Helbush is as enthusiastic as her 
husband, and they seldom miss an after- 
noon at one of the southern California 
tracks. Mrs. Helbush, a student of blood- 
lines, has taken over much of the direction 
of the farm. In recent years all horses 
raised at Helbush Farm have been given 
names beginning with the letter F, which 
has resulted in such as Forloverdo, Friend- 
ly Isls, Forthebest, and Falak Al A flak. 

The Helbush home at the farm required 
2 years to build, and not a nail was used 
in its construction. It sits on a hill, where 
it commands a view of the entire farm and 
overlooks the San Fernando Valley. From 
the home, or the swimming pool in front of 
it, you can see for miles across the green 
valley. 

With the exception of Rex Ellsworth, 
Helbush probably has imported more stock 
from the Aga Khan’s stud than has any 
other American sportsman. *Poona II, 
*Star of the Forest, and *Royal Blue II 
all raced in good company abroad. At the 


time of *Daoud Pasha’s purchase, Helbyg, 
liked him better than *Poona II, but th 
horse, by Dante—*Bibibeg, by *Bahran 
developed a kidney infection, and neye, 
raced to his promise in this country, 

Good Ending, which has sent may 
honest runners to the post, is by Bull Le 
out of Dustwhirl. thus a half-brother j 
Whirlaway. He is the sire of Fortuneway, 
which probably is the best horse Helbys) 
has bred so far. 

As a 2-year-old Fortuneway looked like 
one of the very best of his year in Cg}. 
fornia. Not adaptable to the sprints ope 
to young horses, he showed clearly he yas 
going to be much better when the distance: 
stretched out. Unfortunately, his chance 
never came. because the day before , 
stakes engagement in the San Francise 
area he cracked a seasmoid in a work. 
out and never raced again. He had showy 
such promise, however. that Helbush 
thought he deserved a chance in stud. 

The Helbush stable at present js 
campaigning on 3 fronts, with the main 
division in California, another group a 
Caliente. and *Nearque II carrying the 
banner in the East, where he recently won 
the New York Handicap at Belmont Park,

ARKANSAS 


Double Victory 


Oaklawn Park, Hot Springs. Arkansas’ 
only Thoroughbred track, scored a double 
victory at the polls on November 6. One 
constitutional amendment, proposing to 
eliminate all pari-mutuel betting, wa: 
defeated by approximately 30,000 votes: 
another amendment, limiting pari-mutuel 
wagering to the Hot Springs area, was 
passed by more than 50,000 votes. 

Approval of the Hot Springs amen¢- 
ment means that pari-mutuel betting a 
Oaklawn Park can be abolished only by 
another constitutional amendment. Until 
now betting has existed as a gratuity of 
the legislature. 

John G. Cella and J. Sweeney Grant. 
president and general manager of Oak 
lawn, issued a victory statement one day 
after the election: 

“The management of the Oaklawn 
Jockey Club is most gratified that the 
people of Arkansas have for the second 
time in 12 years overwhelmingly approved 
by popular vote the operation of Oaklawn 
Park and its policies. 

“One of the most disappointing facts of 
the proposed amendment to abolish Thor 
oughbred racing at Oaklawn Park was 
that it prevented us from going ahead with 
our continued program of improving the 
plant for the comfort and enjoyment of out 
patrons. 

“Most large-scale improvements and 
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innovations Which were scheduled for this 
year were of necessity delayed. 

“Oaklawn Park wishes to thank its 
supporters for their interest in our behalf 
and promises to continue to bring racing 
of the highest calibre in the future as it 
has in the past.” 

In addition, the Hot Springs amendment 
bars any possible competition in another 
section of the state. 


ILLINOIS 
Early, Late, Supplementary 


Arlington and Washington Parks have 

abandoned early-closing conditions for the 
Arlington and Washington Park Handi- 
caps. The tracks will hold to early closing 
for their big races for 2-year-olds and 3- 
year-olds. 
" Three stakes at each track—the Arling- 
ton Classic. American Derby, Arlington 
Park and Washington Park Futurities, the 
Arlington Lassie Stakes and the Princess 
Pat Stakes—will close on December 1, 
and each will have an eligibility payment 
due April 1, 1957. This year each race 
had 2 eligibility payments in addition to 
nominating fees. 

For the first time supplementary nomina- 
tions will be allowed in all the early- 
closing stakes at both tracks. Supplement- 
ary nominations will close 2 weeks before 
the stakes is to be run. Dates for all 
stakes at both tracks will be announced 
early next year. 


MICHIGAN 
The 10th Petition 


Detroit. Each year after the horses go 
south promoters here come up with new 
plans to get the fourth and final race 
track license available in the metropolitan 
area. So far. no one has been successful, 
but that hasn’t stopped promoters from 
trying. 

No sooner had racing commissioner 
James L. Inglis turned down one bid last 
week when another was made. 

The new group, preparing to incorporate 
as Novi Raceways, is led by B. F. Grego- 
tih and George J. Kovacs. These 2 men 
previously had tried to get a license for a 
track at Novi Township, but, blocked in 
this, they attempted another at Farming- 
ton Township. A Farmington referendum 
Went against them last year. 

Gregorich and Kovacs this time are 
talking in terms of a one-mile track, rather 
than the five-eighths track they had men- 
tioned last winter. Gregorich, who helped 
‘art Hazel Park, and Kovacs, his 
principal financial backer, said they would 
wot discuss their plans in detail until they 
were given a public hearing in Novi. 

Gregorich and Kovacs already have re-

ceived tentative approval for the rezoning 
of 142 acres along the main highway from 
Detroit to Lansing. The site is 22 miles 
from downtown Detroit. 

In his 4 years as racing commissioner, 
Inglis has rejected 9 other bids for a 
fourth track. The ninth denial, made 
last week, was on the petition of the Mt. 
Clemens Harness Association. 

In a 12-page ruling, Inglis said the 
track was “not in the public interest or in 
the interests of harness racing,” and he 
listed 6 complaints: the proposal lacked 


proper facilities, there was no_ local 
government approval, the group was not 
financially responsible, there was no . 


control of land, the plans were not in 
sufficient detail, and the track would not 
be a safe distance from the Selfridge Air 
Base. 

Attorneys for the harness association 
said they would go to court “within 30 
days.” 


“Very Good Showing” 


Commissioner Inglis, preparing to launch 
into the first business of his third term in 
office, after the recent election had some 
interesting observations about the progress 
of horse racing in Michigan. 

Before calling together the state’s 6 
racing associations to discuss 1957 dates, 
Inglis issued a report on the 1956 sea- 
son. He called it “the best in the history 
of Michigan racing in regards to total 
wagering, attendance, and state tax.” 

The commissioner provided tables show- 
ing that Thoroughbred racing was more 
popular than ever. Hazel Park and the 
Detroit Race Course, the 2 running tracks, 
had attracted 1,425,416 spectators, 125,898 
more than in 1955.

Of the 6 meetings, 2 Thoroughbred and 
4 harness sessions, only Hazel Park 
Harness Raceway showed decreases in 
attendance and_ betting. Over-all, the 
harness tracks outdid the runners in boost- 
ing their mutuel handle. 

Inglis concluded that the running sport 
“has made a very good showing. I believe 
that most of this success can be attributed 
to the over-all growth of horse racing. In 
recent years it has been growing steadily 
in spectator appeal and keeps winning 
fans away from other sports.” 

Inglis, who now has served longer than 
any other Michigan racing commissioner, 
has presided over the sport during the 
years of its biggest growth. He was 
assured of continuing in the post by the 
re-election of Gov. G. Mennen Williams 
for an unprecedented fifth term. 

In a table of comparative figures, Inglis 
noted that the Thoroughbred _ tracks 
handled $86,668,307 and drew 1,425,416 
fans. for increases of 6.4 and 9.7 per 
cent over last year. State revenue from 
the running tracks rose to $5,756,228, a 
gain of 6.4 per cent. At CorFMAN 


KENTUCKY 
The First Spade 


Construction of the new Latonia race 
track, near Florence, Ky., got under way 
on November 5, with club president Matt 
Winn Williamson turning the first spade- 
ful of dirt. During the winter the track 
will be graded, parking lots will be pre- 
pared, and footings for the barns will be 
installed. Construction of the grandstand 
and barns will begin April 1. 

Williamson issued a statement on his 
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organization’s plans for the new track: 

“When fully ready for our inaugural, 
the new Latonia track will be one of the 
most modern and convenient on the Ameri- 
can Turf. Visitors will find seating for 
more than 7,500 patrons, including grassy 
terraces in front of the stand; there will 
be a cafeteria capable of accomodating 
300 diners at one time, escalator service 
from the mezzanine floor to the club house, 
elevator service between floors, and an 
ultra-plush club house area complete with 
box seats for more than 1,200, tiered seat- 
ing, and terrace dining. 

“The club house includes the entire 
upper level of the stand, a _ drastic 
departure in architecture, inasmuch as our 
patrons in both grandstand and club house 
will be on the finish line. Both divisions 
of the crowd also will enjoy luxurious 
lounges and bar and concession service. 

“Another innovation will be an observa- 
tion deck on each level, from which area 
guests may observe all activities in the 
saddling ring without leaving their im- 
mediate vicinity. Horses will be saddled 
under oak trees to the rear on sunny days, 
and in the regular sheltered paddock in 
inclement weather. 

“We have prepared many other surprises 
... and I am certain that the completed 
course will mark a new milestone in 
modern-day track construction.”

Best of His Time 


When the 3-year-old Ribot appeared in 
the Longchamp paddock before the 1955 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe he made no 
great impression on the French horsemen, 
who were seeing the Italian champion for 
the first time. He was a “pony,” some 
of them said. He was unprepossessing, if 
not plain, and had none of the outward 
bearing of a champion. 

Those who had a chance to see him 
again after his easy victory in the big 
international race found points of excel- 
lence which previously had escaped their 
notice. He had excellent legs, he was 
very strong over the loins and back, extra- 
ordinarily deep through the heart, well 
balanced, etc., etc. 

Since his victory in the 1956 King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
at Ascot the name of Ribot frequently 
has been coupled with the expression, 
“the best horse in the world.” Whether 
or not he was the best horse in the world, 
he almost certainly was the best horse of 
his time in Europe, and he remains as the 
final and perhaps most convincing 
demonstration of the extraordinary insight 
of his breeder, the late Federico Tesio. 

The son of Tenerani and the Criterium 
Nazionale winner Romanella (both parents 
were bred by Tesio) went unbeaten in a 
3-season campaign totaling 16 races He 
was not eligible to the Italian 3-year-old 
classics, but was clearly superior to any of 
the classic winners. His earnings, gained 
mostly in English and French international 
races, reached a huge total for a European 
horse.

Captain Tesio for many years made a 
practice of going to England to obtain 
recruits for the Dormello-Olgiata brood: 
mare band. The highest price he eve 
paid was 5,000 guineas for Chuette (Cicem 
—Chute, by Carbine), which produced ? 
distinguished race horses, Cavaliere ¢: 
Arpino (by Havresac IL), which Tesio 
called the best horse he ever had, and 
Cranach (Cannobie), whose son Crapom 
was an Italian champion and winner of the 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 

At the Newmarket December sales of 
1932 Tesio got Tofanella, then a yearling 
for 140 guineas, and her dam (winner of 
the Goodwood Stakes and 3 other races) 
for 800 guineas. Tofanella won the Brow 
Band, Germany’s leading _ internation 
race prior to World War II, and produced 
besides Tenerani, the Italian St. Lege 
winner Trevisana, which had gone Uw 
beaten as a 2-year-old, and the top-clas 
Tokamura, dam of Tommaso Guidi, Thee 
dorica, and Toulouse-Lautrec. He 
Bella Mina, dam of Bellini, for 10 
guineas. 

Barbara Burrini, Ribot’s granddam, he 
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bought from Basil Jarvis for 350 guineas at 
the Newmarket December sales of 1937, 
when she was a weanling. Her grand- 
dam, Volcanic (Coreyra—La Soufriere, by 
Robert le Diable), was an excellent race 
mare and producer; her best son, Cyclonic, 
yas exported to Russia, where he gained 
prominence as a sire. Barbara Burrini 
won 6 races at distances of 1,400 to 2,400 
meters. Among her several good winners 
the best was Romanella, whose victories 
included the Premios Tramuschio and 
Primi-Passi, the Triennale and Criterium 
Nazionale. 

After his second Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe victory on October 8 Ribot made 
2 public appearances to receive honors as 
anational hero. He ran exhibition races, 
against stablemates, at Milan on October 
0 and at Rome on November 4. This was 
his first appearance before a Roman crowd, 
which had a few uneasy moments when the 
champion shied from a shadow and un- 
seated Enrico Camici as the jockey was 
pulling him up. The colt was panicked 
less than the crowd, and allowed himself 
to be caught at the gate to the track. 

Plans for Ribot’s first year in the stud 
had to wait upon a decision from the 
Ministry of Agriculture, which recently 
gave permission for the horse to make his 
first season at Lord Derby’s stud in Eng- 
land but specified that he must return to 
Italy for the breeding seasons of 1958 and 
1959. The government is empowered to 
require a 3-year stay in Italy before an 
export permit is granted. 


AUSTRALIA 
Unlucky Under 143 


MeLBourNE. A 6-year-old chestnut geld- 
ing from New Zealand named Redcraze 
(Red Mars—Myarion) is anything but 
handsome, but as a champion stayer he 
has eased Rising Fast from the scene as 
Australia’s top horse of 1956. 

Redcraze came to Australia some months 
ago with the Melbourne Cup as his main 
target, but, taking a leaf out of Rising 
Fast’s book, he wintered in Brisbane, 
capital of Queensland. While there he 
won a weight-for-age race and then out- 
stayed the 3-year-old Caranna to win the 
2mile Brisbane Cup. On his way south to 
Melbourne for the big spring events he 
stopped off at Sydney. There he took 
another weight-for-age event before step- 
ping out in the 13-furlong Metropolitan, 
feature race of the Australian Jockey 
Club’s spring carnival. In a withering 
tun from the top of the straight he scored 
an effortless victory by several lengths 
wer the 4-year-old filly Evening Peal, 
with the lightly weighted New Zealander 
Dalstar in third place.

bourne Cups decided it was time to take 
Redcraze’s measure. The Caulfield handi- 
capper awarded him an extra 5 pounds for 
the 114-mile Caulfield Cup, setting his 
impost at 139 pounds. The VRC man put 
his Melbourne Cup weight at 137 pounds. 

At that time the owner of Redcraze, 
Mrs. Bradley, had no intention of running 
her star in the Caulfield event, but her 
trainer was so insistent that she agreed to 
take the risk of 
weight and to run him at Caulfield. 

There, on a heavy track and from a bad 
post position, Redcraze came from the 
rear of the field and ran away from his 
rivals in the short home stretch of 134 fur- 
longs. Chasing him home again was Even- 
ing Peal. 

Redcraze’s penalties for the Melbourne 
Cup now added up to 10 pounds and his 
Cup weight became 143, one pound more 
than Rising Fast’s weight in the original 
handicap. It was difficult to fancy any 
horse being asked to concede weight to 
Rising Fast over 2 miles; but, as the 
latter had not been showing the dazzling 
form which electrified horseplayers a 
year earlier, only thick-and-thin 
supporters gave him a chance. 

The Melbourne Cup, Australia’s premier 
race, had a good field of 22. Redcraze, 
despite his 143 pounds, was a hot favorite, 
and he was desperately unlucky to lose 
the Cup by a neck. He had to go very 
wide at the turn for home, and over the 
last furlong or so, when he was gathering 
up his rivals in astonishing style, his 


incurring additional 


saddle slipped. His jockey later declared 
that, but for this mishap, he would have 
won. A stride past the post he was in 
front. The 3:191% equaled the race record. 

Victorious this time was Evening Peal, 
to which Redcraze was conceding 31 
pounds. A close third was Caranna, and 
from the clouds Rising Fast had galloped 
in gallant manner to finish fifth.

With the exception of Kurt Laurin’s 3-year-old 
*Chanteclair, which had gained his honors in 
Scandinavian competition, the 7 invading candidates 
for the fifth running of the International included 
no champions. The New Zealand-bred *Prince 
Cortauld, recently imported from Australia by 
Forest G. Smith Jr., of California, had the most 
impressive record, but it was uncertain whether 
he was sound enough and fit enough to equal 
his best earlier races. Best of the Europeans, on 
the basis of recent form, was the 3-year-old 
*Master Boing, which had run as well as Career 
Boy in the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 


Since the foreign opposition appeared _ less 
formidable than usual, the American entries. 
Dedicate, Mister Gus, and Fisherman, were first, 
second, and fourth choices in the betting, with 
*Prince Cortauld third chiice at 4.80 to 1. *Master 
Boing, at 8.10 to 1, was the shortest-priced among 
the Europeans. 

It had begun raining hard on the previously fast 
track a few minutes before starter Eddie Blind got 
the field off to an even break without benefit of 
gate or tapes. *By Thunder! II took a short early 
lead and was still a length in front of *Vaquero II 
and Mister Gus at the end of the first mile,

where Fisherman and *Master Boing were about a 
length and a half farther back. In the next quarter- 
mile Mister Gus struck to the front with *Master 
Boing at his heels. These 2 drew away from the 
others, but the French 3-year-old showed the 
greater stamina, taking the lead on the last turn 
and moving out to win by 5 lengths. *Prince 
Cortauld, though he passed 4 or 5 horses in the 
last half-mile to take third place, was not gain- 
ing on either the winner or Mister Gus. In the 4 
previous runnings of the International only 
*Worden, the one other French winner, had 
triumphed by so decisive a margin. 

Immediately after the race *Master Boing was 
reported sold, at a price of about $100,000, to N. 
B. Hunt, of Dallas, Texas, and his associate 
Edward L. Stephenson, of Warrenton, Va. The 
young owners expect to have him pointed for the 
1%-mile San Juan Capistrano Handicap at Santa 
Anita Park. 

*Master Boing, with 8 starts in his first season, 
did more racing than most French 2-year-olds. He 
won 2 good races, but was unplaced in his most 
important tests, the Prix Robert Papin and Prix 
Morny, and in his last start of the year was fourth 
in the Criterium de St. Cloud. The second of his 
2 victories in France this year was in the 2,500- 
meter Prix Maurice de Nieuil at St. Cloud in July. 
In 2 later starts at Longchamp he was second to 
the older Fric and fifth in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe, beaten about 8 lengths by Ribot. 

*Master Boing is the first foal of *Madelon II, 
a distinguished race mare from a_ distinguished 
family. *Madelon II herself was flown to the U. S. 
in September, 1948, for Empire City’s international 
race, the Gold Cup, but was injured and had to be 
withdrawn from the race. She raced here the 
following year without success. In 1947 she had 
won the Prix de Malleret and finished third in 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe won by Le Paillon, 
a horse from the same family. 

*Madelon II was foaled in 1944 at the Altefeld 
Stud in Germany; her Italian-bred dam had been 
among the numerous horses taken from French 
studs to Altefeld when the German army occupied 
France in 1940. She went to France in 1946 and

In 1948 Mrs. J. F. C. Bryce bought for her 
Mill River Stable one of the 23 yearlings (18 were 
fillies) by Reaping Reward sold at auction. For 
$5,100 she got a brown filly out of Gino Patty, 
the dam of Sicily. The filly had lost some of her 
front teeth in an accident as a yearling, and Mrs.

Larry MacPhail Belair, Maryland 
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Tor $2.800 from Belair Stud. The other. Brown 
Biscuit. was bought privately from Wheatley 
Stable. Both fillies were retired to stud after 
winning one race each at 2. 

For their first 2 years in the stud Brown 
Biscuit and Perimetric produced for the joint 
account of Dr. Asbury and Dr. George H. Knapp. 
both Cincinnati physicians. After the second year 
Brown Biscuit became the property of Asbury. 
and Knapp took over Perimetric. Perimetric pro- 
duced nothing of note, but Brown Biscuit became 
a cornerstone of the young Asbury stud. 

In the 13 years from 1942 to 1954 Brown 
Biscuit had 6 fillies and 5 colts. Dr. Asbury 
sold all the colts and one of the fillies (the stakes 
winner Isa) at auction for a total of $84,200. The 
fillies he kept were the stakes winner Brownian, 
Koubis (unraced dam of Determine), Castanea, 
Crouton, and Lebkuchen (German for  ginger- 
bread). Another of Brown Biscuit’s daughters. 
Brown Plumage (bred by Asbury and Knapp). 
became the property of Knapp, for whom she 
produced the speedy Indian Hill. 

Lebkuchen, racing against good fillies, showed 
nothing in 4 maiden races in New York. Sent 
to Kentucky, she won twice at Keeneland, each 
time by 5 lengths, and once at Churchill Downs, 
where she won by a half-length after trailing by 
™! lengths, She then was shipped to Maryland 
for the Selima Stakes. her fi -st stakes. 

In the Selima Lebkuchen was third choice to 
C. V. Whitney's Magic Forest and Brookmeade 
Stable’s Planchette. She trailed the field for the 
first half-mile. while Slipperoo, Punctilious, and 
Jet’s Charm scrambled for the lead. Planchette, 
Smoke Veil. and Lebkuchen began their moves 
after 6 furlongs, and Lebkuchen, running on the 
outside, prevailed by a nose over Smoke Veil. 

Time for the 1,4; miles was 1:44%; it was the 
fastest Selima since the distance was changed to 
1s miles in 1941. 

Lebkuchen’s victory in the Selima was the 
second for a daughter of Hill Prince. Levee, from 
his first crop, won the race last year. Hill Prince, 
which stands at Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., has 
a third stakes winner this year, Riley. Barren 
in 1955, Brown Biscuit had a bay filly by Tom 
Fool on March 7, 1956, and was bred to Hill 
Prince.

Tod Sloan in California 


Tod Sloan, Isaac Murphy, and Johnny 
Longden have been elected to the 
Jockeys Hall of Fame at Pimlico. They 
won handily over 7 other riders, and 
their portraits were to be dedicated a 
Pimlico sometime this month. 

Longden this year set a new lifetime 
record with more than 4,780 victories, and 
Murphy, one of the great jockeys of the 
19th century, rode for approximately 20 
years while winning with a record 44 per 
cent of his mounts. Sloan, one of the 
most colorful figures in the sport at home 
and abroad from 1899 to 1905, was 
immortalized by the late George Cohan 
in the song “Yankee Doodle Dandy.” When 
Sloan was chosen for the Hall of Fame, 
James M. Holmes was ready with a story. 


Although Tod Sloan wrote (with aid 
from a ghost-writer) a book on his career, 
it mostly was concerned with his experi- 
ences abroad. I have always been more 
interested in his career in this country, and 
not too long ago I met a man who knew 
Sloan intimately in the early stages of 
the jockey’s career. 

The gentleman is Andrew G. Blakely, 
one of the oldest trainers in the profession 
and a steeplechase rider in the old days of 
the Bay District track not far from San 
Francisco. Here’s what Mr. Blakely had 
to say about Sloan: 

“I started Tod on the way to success 
back in the days of the old Bay District 
track in California. He and another lad 
were to leave Chicago, where Tod had

“T had never been in San_ Francisco 
before, so I took a room at an inexpensiye 
house called the Lick Hotel. This was 
across the street from the best hotel jp 
town at that time—the Palace Hotel, which 
is where Tod went... . 

“Johnny Campbell had his contract, but 
he wanted to get rid of the boy. He said 
Tod was very hard to handle. I had some 
jumpers for Ed Corrigan then, and per. 
suaded Corrigan to buy Sloan’s contract, 

“Corrigan said to Tod, ‘Now, me lad, 
you are working for me, and I want you 
to be at my barn at a quarter to five every 
morning.’ 

“Tod showed up on time for 3 morm- 
ings, but on the fourth he was absent, and 
Corrigan fired him. 

“Well, I knew another man—‘By’ Holly 
—who had some fair horses, and he was 
looking for a light boy, so I persuaded him 
to engage Tod. 

“Tod in the meantime was buying new 
clothes and winning money shooting pool, 
and he was expert at that. too. One day a 
man showed up with a case full of jewelry, 
and Tod picked out several high-priced 
diamond rings. He told the man, ‘I can’t 
pay you now, but I will in a few days, 
so hold them for me.’ 

“Holly had a colt called Sympathetic 
Lad, on which he was going to make a 
killing, but he wanted to give him an easy 
race first. He put Tod up and told him 
this, detailing instructions on how to ride. 
But Tod got the horse off in front, led all 
the way, and won at 20-to-1. He had bet 
on himself, and the first thing I knew a 
horse I had had my eye on—I thought he'd 
make a good jumper—was bought by Tod 
himself. 

“He won 4 or 5 more races on Sympathe- 
tic Lad, and finally Pittsburgh Phil said 
to me, ‘Andy, get that boy of yours (I 
still was sort of an agent for Tod) on any 
horse you want to and tell the owner I'll 
bet $300 for him or give him $300 for him- 
self.’ 

“Most of them took the $300 outright, 
but Phil and I strung along on Tod’s 
mounts and cleaned up.

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Clifford Mooers 


The adventurous life of Clifford Mooers 
ended on the evening of Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 13, at La Guardia Airport in New 
York. The gay little man who “had the 
opportunity of being a poor boy,” but 
declined to accept it was still going full 
tilt, despite his 67 years and his recent 
iIness. when he died suddenly, apparently 
from a recurrence of heart disease, while 
waiting for a plane. He was on his way 
to Narragansett Park at Providence, where 
his Traffic Judge was to have run in the 
Narragansett Special the next day. 

It was not until the middle 1940’s that 
Mr. Mooers turned his interest from a 
successful stable of show horses to attempt 
new successes in Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding, but, working with characteristic 
energy and enthusiasm, he established 
within a few years one of the country’s 
largest and most important operations in 
that field. 

Clifford Mooers was born in California, 
but grew up in Seattle. His family lived 
near the old Meadows race track, where as 
a boy he walked hots for Phil Reilly and 
toyed with the notion of becoming a jockey 
until his parents ruled against it. He 
studied law at the University of Seattle, 
but in 1913 he and a friend, Frank Coyle, 
set out on an unsuccessful search for gold 
in Alaska. He settled for small change, 
driving sledge teams, keeping books, 
measuring bigger men for made-to-order 
suits, finally became a member of a law 
firm in Seward. 

When the U. S. was drawn into the first 
World War he took a boat for Seattle, 
joined the armed forces, and became a 
combat flyer. Mustered out as “a broke 
soldier” at Fort Worth in February, 1919, 
he worked in the Texas oil fields a couple 
of years before he and a_ wildcatting 
partner, drilling for oil near Burkburnett, 
struck a “gasser” with a capacity of about 
32,000,000 cubic feet per day. The 
marketing of gas was difficult then, but 
they got a franchise to supply the little 
town, borrowed pipe and meters, and “ran 
down rabbits for our breakfast.” The gas 
well was the taw with which Mooers pick- 
ed up many other marbles. In a few years 
he organized the Shasta Oil Company, 
which became one of the largest  in- 
dependent producers before being sold to 
Standard Oil of Indiana. 

Acquisition of wealth did nothing to 
slow the tempo or gaiety of his vigorous 
nature. He rarely spent more than a few 
days in the same place, and even when he 
was entertaining friends on his yacht he 
usually was the busiest and liveliest person 
aboard. In recent years he had been con- 
fined frequently to hospital beds, but the 
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CLIFFORD MOooErRs 


doctors had difficulty keeping him away 
from the telephone. 

The show horse stable he assembled in- 
cluded the champions King’s Genius and 
Bold Gallant. He dispersed it in 1947, 
selling 87 horses for $212,600. A few 
years earlier, when he turned his attention 
to the Thoroughbred, he had sought the 
advice of the late Phil Reilly, of Louis- 
ville, for whom he had worked at Seattle 
in 1913. In 1944 he bought Walnut 
Springs Farm, at Lexington, from Jay D. 
Weil, who had bought it from Robert 
Sterling Clark and held it through the 
depression years. It was not long before 
he was breeding on a large scale in Ken- 
tucky and California and racing on several 
fronts at the same time. For a while he 
had horses with 5 trainers, including him- 
self. 

The best horses he bred included Hasty 
Road and his half-brother Traffic Judge 
and the speedy California filly Miss Todd, 
and he was particularly happy over having 
bred 9 horses which won stakes races in 
1955. (A story of Mr. Mooers and his 
horses appeared in The Blood-Horse of 
February 4, 1956.) 

Clifford Mooers, though he sometimes 
dispensed with trainers on a moment’s 
notice, was intensely loyal to his horses. 
If he had a good one, he had no hesita- 
tion in running it against the best. “I 
was born with a tendency to overmatch 
myself,” he said. “Say I’ve got a mouse 


and you’ve got a tomcat, and if my mouse 
is in good condition. . . .” He found it 
difficult to believe that Traffic Judge 
would not have beaten both Nashua and 
Swaps at Washington Park in 1955. But 
he got whatever pleasure was to be gain- 
ed from the sport, and usually managed to 
make it more pleasant for anyone who 
came within earshot. 

When he sent his Santa Anita Derby 
winner Old Rockport to Churchill Downs 
for the Kentucky Derby of 1949, he ex- 
plained the longshot adventure simply: 
“It is not my understanding that they 
shoot you if you don’t win.” The next 
year, when he was about to run Hawley in 
the Kentucky Derby, he said, “The odds 
on him were 20 to 1 when I started to 
train him; then he went to 400 to 1.” 

Mr. Mooers’ humor and whimsy were 
virtually irrepressible. Old Rockport he 
named for his own golf tournament, the 
Rockport Open, whose top honors were 
for the player with the worst score. He 
had behaved whimsically ever since he was 
a child, when his father gave him $50 to 
have his tonsils removed. After the first 
tonsil was out, according to his yarn, he 
paid the doctor $25, headed for the race 
track, and bet what he had left on a 3-to-1 
winner. “I still have the other tonsil,” 
was the postscript. Mr. Mooers also 
collected penguins. 

Mr. Mooers made his home on his ranch 
at Boerne, Texas, but he was rarely at 
home. At the time of his death, his wife, 
Delores, was visiting in Switzerland with 
their daughter, Mrs. Claud Heater. 


Marshall Field III 


Marshall Field III, owner of Field 
Enterprises, well known philanthropist 
and liberal, and once a prominent Thor- 
oughbred owner, died at New York Hos- 
pital on November 8 at the age of 63. 
He had been in the hospital since October 
22, when an operation was performed to 
remove a blood clot on the brain. 

A grandson of the man who estab- 
lished the famous Marshall Field depart- 
ment store and owned large blocks of 
Chicago real estate, Mr. Field was born 
in Chicago on September 28, 1893, the 
son of Marshall Field Jr. His father died 
when he was 12, his grandfather when he 
was 13. 

Educated at Eton College and Cam- 
bridge University in England, Mr. Field 
served in the United States Army as a 
captain of field artillery in World War I. 
He was ewarded the Silver Star for gal- 
lantry in action in France. 

After the war he took over the man- 
agement of the vast Field business inter- 
ests. At this time he also began to take 
an active interest in racing, and he was: 
elected to The Jockey Club in 1922.

was the filly Emotion, which later -pro-

Sgt. Byrne, Clang, Motto, 
Mars Shield, Bubblesome. Sir Damion, 
Strange Device. Up the Hill. and Blue 
Grass. All of these except Blue Grass, 
which was foaled in 1944, were bred 
before 1939. 

A, B. Hancock was Mr. Field’s principal 
edviser in the Thoroughbred business, and 
the Field mares always were boarded at 
either Claiborne Farm in Kentucky or 
Ellerslie Stud in Virginia, both owned 
by Hancock. 

Shortly before World War II, Mr. Field 
began to turn his interests to publishing 
and social reform. The size of his racing 
stable declined rapidly, and the horses 
were dispersed at the 1945 Keeneland 
fall sales. 

In 1940 Mr. Field organized the Field 
Foundation to provide funds for worthy 
organizations. In the next 4 years the 
foundation gave away more than $4,500.- 
000, most of it to aid in studies of race 
relations and child welfare. Mr. Field at 
one time served as president of the Child 
Welfare League of America. 

Other institutions which received sup- 
port from Mr. Field included the Metro- 
politan Opera Association, Metropolitan 
Museum, New School for Social Research 
at Sarah Lawrence College. United 
States Committee for the Care of Euro- 
pean Children, Illinois Children’s Home 
and Aid Society, University of Chicago, 
Chicago Museum oi Natural History, Chi- 
cago Zoological Society, Hull House, and 
St. Luke’s and Provident Hospitals, both 
in Chicago. 

In Freedom Is More Than a Word, a 
book he wrote in 1945, Mr. Field said of 
his social philosophy: 

“The spirit of man will not become 
satisfied sc long as there exists any man 
being in want, any disease uncured, any 
injustice unquestioned, or any pool of 
darkness unlit by the lamp of knowledge.” 

In the last 15 years Mr. Field’s interests 
were concentrated primarily in the publish- 
ing fields. A close friend of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, he 
established newspapers in New York—PM 
—and in Chicago—the Sun—which sup- 
ported liberals in American politics, He 
pumped. almost 5-million dollars into PM 
during the 6 years between 1940 and 1946, 
when the paper ceased publication. The 
Sun, which later was merged with the 
Chicago Times to form the Sun-Times, 
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Joseph E. Widener. 


fared better, and it has been a money- 
maker for several years. 

The Sun was established to combat the 
extremely conservative Chicago Tribune, 
then headed by the late Col. Robert Mc- 
Cormick. Mr. Field’s grandfather was the 
man who had lent Colonel McCormick’s 
grandfather, Joseph Medill, the money to 
purchase the Tribune in 1874. 


Other publication interests bought or 
established by Mr. Field included Simon 


and Schuster, Pocket Books, Inc., Parade - 


Publications, Inc., World Book Encyclo- 
pedia, and Childcraft. 

Field Enterprises owns interests in sev- 
eral other newspapers and magazines, in 
addition to retail stores, banks, and 
industries. 

Mr. Field married the former Evelyn 
Marshall of New York in 1916, and 3 
children were born to them before they 
were divorced in 1930. The children, all 
still living, are Marshall Field IV (now 
known as Marshall Field Jr.); Barbara, 
now Mrs. Robert Boggs; and Bettine, now 
Mrs. Eldridge Bruce. 

In 1936 Mr. Field married Mrs. Ruth 
Pruyn Phipps, former wife of Ogden 
Phipps. Two children, Phyllis Field and 


Fiona Field, were born to this marriage. 


Harry F. Sinclair 


Harry Ford Sinclair, among the most 
colorful and controversial figures in the 
recent history of American business, died 
on Saturday, November 10, at his home 
in Pasadena, Calif. He was 80 years old.

Mr. Sinclair was born in Wheeling, 
W. Va.. and grew to manhood in the 
prairie town of Independence. Kansas. 
where his father owned a drug. stcre. 
When he was 22 vears old the father 
died, and young Sinclair inherited the 
store. 

Not cut out for small-town commerce, 
Sinclair stuck to the store for only 2 rest- 
less years before he pulled out for Okla- 
homa, where he worked in a restaurant, 
another drug store, and in a wheat brok. 
erage office. In 1903 he married an Inde- 
pendence girl, Elizabeth Farrell, and went 
to work for an Oklahoma development 
firm, buying and selling oil ‘properties. 

“I grew tired of passing prospective 
fortunes on to others.” he later recalled. 
“I went to Jim ONeill, a field man for 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, a 
Standard subsidiary, and talked over a 
lease I had. We dickered all evening. 
When he made me an offer I knew was 
final. I told him T had no intention of 
selling. ‘All I wanted to know,’ I told 
him, ‘was whether you think there is oil 
on this ecreage. You've told me you do, 
and your opinion goes with me.’ ” 

Sinclair persuaded a bank to make 
him a loan, staked everything on one 
drilling, and struck a gusher on which 
he built one of the nation’s largest for- 
tunes. 

As his resources grew Sinclair expand- 
ed. He built pipelines and oil refineries, 
invested in additional oil properties here 
and abroad. In 1916 he brought about a 
$50,000,000 merger of oil companies, and 
3 years iater he established a $100,000,000

In 1920, having shrugged off a $500,009 
loss on the failure of the old Federaj 
Baseball League. with which he had 
hoped to challenge the National and 
American Leagues. Mr. Sinclair turned 
to horse racing, jumping in with the 
same enthusiasm he showed for all new 
prospects. He got the best trainer he 
could find, the late Samuel C. Hildreth, 
and the best jockeys. Earl Sande and 
Laverne Fator, and in 1921. the first year 
of his operation on the race track, his 
Rancocas Stable led all others in America 
with total winnings ef $263.500. In 1922 
the stable led again with $239,503, and 
in 1923, with earnings of $438.849, Ran. 
cocas set a one-season record which stood 
until 194]. 


The Rancocas colors were prominent 
for 10 years, during which Sinclair was 
America’s highest-r lin g_horseplayer, 
Four Rancocas horses won more. than 
$100,000 --- Zev. Med Hatter. Grey Lag, 
and Mad Play. At his 1.200-acre Ran- 
cocas Farm, near Jebstown. N. J. (once 
the famous stud of Pierre Lorillard). he 
bred 19 stakes winners. among them Mad 
Play. Superlette. Ariel. Mowlee. Deduce, 
Miss Purray. Repaid. Black Buddy. and 
Only One. Much of his earliest breeding 
stock he obtained from August Belmont. 


At the height of Mr. Sinclair’s success 
on the Turf the Government began its 
investigation of the Teapot Dome scandal. 
Government oil lands in Wyoming had 
been leased to the Sinclair company with- 
out open bidding, and on June 5, 1924, 
Sinclair was indicted in the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court. charged with 
conspiracy. The case was dismissed on a 
technicality in April. 1925. Meanwhile. 
because lhe had refused to answer ques- 
tions before a Senate committee. he had 
been cited for contempt. convicted, sen- 
tenced to 3 monilis in jail. and fined 
$1,000. Later he was cited for contempt 
again ind sentenced to 6 months im- 
prisonment for having private detectives 
“shadow” members of the original jury. 
Beginning on May 15.. 1929, Sinclair 
served 7 months in the District of Co- 
lumbia jai. In addition, the government 
received $2,005,007 in taxes and penalties 
from the Sinclair interests and recovered 
oil properties worth an estimated $430. 
000,000. 


In 1930, with his stable not running 
as well as it once had, Mr. Sinclair seemed 
to tire of horse racing. At first he said 
that other business commitments made 
it necessary to reduce his Thoroughbred 
holdings. and on October 30 he sold 11 
race horses at a Hawthorne paddock sale 
for $16,900. Two months later he dis- 
posed of 78 horses, mostly young horses

At Saratoga in August, 1931, it was 
revealed that one of the Rancocas fillies, 
Ladana, had been poisoned, and the track 
stewards immediately refused entry to any 
other of the stable’s horses. A week later 
Mr. Sinclair authorized C. J. Fitz Gerald 
to sell all of the Rancocas stock quartered 
ai the up-state track, and on September 3 
25 more race horses were sold at auction 
tor $81,300. Two weeks later Rancocas 
sold 20 yearlings ai a Belmont Park sale, 
ard on August 23, 1932, Sinclair got rid 
of the last of his stock, selling 76 head, 
mostly breeding stock, for $79,225. In 
his 4 sales he had disposed of 210 horses 
for $290,820. In July, 1944, the large 
farm was leased to the late William Helis, 
who later bought the place, added it to 
his own holdings. and renamed it the 
Helis Stock Farm.

A Fibula Casualty 


I have read your many articles in The 
Blood-Horse with thorough interest, but 
‘Big Trouble with Little Bones” really 
paid off for me. 

I have a big strapping 2-year-old filly 
by Johns Joy out of the *Jacopo mare 
Janina that had several good works at 
Arlington. She ran in the middle of the 
pack in a maiden race and seemed to be 
climbing and did not show her speed. 
When the groom sponged her off she was 
very touchy in the back. Hot packs were 
applied and later liniments, etc., for a torn 
muscle. It seemed to improve her, and 
she raced later, but just galloped. 

After I had read your article she was 
X-rayed and showed a_ broken fibula, 
separated about 2 inches on her right leg; 
left fibula cracked, but still together. Of 
course, she is through racing. . . . I want 
to have the broken and separated fibula 
on the right leg removed because it is 
sticking in the muscles. 

I want to thank you and your good 
magazine for bringing this matter before 
the public eye.

Comprehensive History 


THE AUSTRALIAN BLOODHORSE, 
by Douglas M. Barrie. 503 pages, profusely 
illustrated. Angus and Robertson, Sydney, 
London, Melbourne, Wellington. £6/6/0 
Australian (about $14.15). 


Douglas Barrie, a horseman, advertising 
executive, painter, and journalist, has 
produced the first comprehensive history 
of Thoroughbred breeding in Australia, 
and has done the work so thoroughly that 
racing libraries the world over may be 
expected to make a 2-inch space on the 
shelf for it. 

The country’s foundation sires and 
dams, the stud book, the “influence of 
climate on breeding,” the history of racing 
and of its most famous horses (from 
Junius, 1819, to *Prince Cortauld, 1950) 
are given such extensive treatment that the 
book immediately becomes a_ valuable 
reference work as well as pleasant read- 
ing. The black-and-white illustrations are 
numerous, and the 8 color plates include 
Carbine, *Phar Lap, and *Shannon II. 

It was *Shannon II’s descent from the 
“untraced” Spaewife, one of Australia’s 
foundation mares, that led to controversy 
over his admission to the American stud 
book, until it was noted that Spaewife had 


been legitimized by admission into the 
revised edition of volume 3 of the General 
Stud Book in London. Poor old Cutty 
Sark, however. is still taboo in the English, 
American, and other stud books which 
still hold to the antiquated doctrine that 
ancestral “purity” is more important than 
excellence of performance. 


Cutty Sark and Spaewife reached 
Sydney on the same boat in 1826, and their 
identity had become confused by the time 
the first volume of the Australian stud book 
was published. There were several correc- 
tions. and Spaewife finally was restored 
to her ancestry, but Cutty Sark is still 
a puzzle. After the mix-up with Spaewife 
was cleared she was reported as by Oxford 
out of a mare by Fidget out of a mare by 
*Dragon, but the General Stud Book in- 
cluded no Oxford which could have been 
the sire. 


Barrie suggests that Oxford was a mis- 
reading of the longhand Oxton and “that 
the pedigree was incorrectly transcribed 
when sent out to the colonies.” He thinks 
the sire probably was Oxton (1817), by 
Langton (1802) out of Spindle (1806), 
and that the dam was a foal of 1799, by 
*Dragon (1787) out of the Fidget Mare 
(1792). granddaughter of Giantess. “Oxton 
is not recorded as the sire of other stock, 
but this does not mean that he could not 
have sired Cutty Sark. There are many 
early sires with a solitary representative, 


without which they too would have eScape| 
notice.” 

Perhaps some day there will be gy 
book authorities enlightened enough ,, 
judge a mare as Thoroughbred or bon 
Thoroughbred on the basis of 
descendants rather than on the basis of he 
ancestry. J. AR

They have a quiet 
jay in the press box and go home peace- 
illy. living in an acquiescent world such 
ys William James once described as “a 
grt of atrocious harmlessness.” 

The most tortured exception to this rule 
is probably Toney Betts. who likes to bet 
ad to kick people in the shins. His 
fgvorite shins are those of The Jockey 
Club. the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, and other custodians of race track 
morals. Sometimes he uses harsh words, 
like “sanctimonius” and “hypocrites.” and 
gives his reasons for using them. The 
reasons frequently fail to convince—it is 
hard to believe, for instance, that George 
Mahoney discredited the integrity of racing 
chemists as completely as Betts thinks he 
did—but they constitute an important 
minority report, however unpleasant and 
unacceptable they may be at times. 

Betts is a horse player, and the interests 
of the horse player he puts above those of 
the horse parks. Much of the text of 
Across the Board is an almost worshipful 
account of the limits to which horse play- 
ers will go. There is a yarn about a 
stubborn handicapper with unlimited faith 
in his figures who called a friend into the 
gents’ room of a lower East Side hand- 
hook and said, “Look, take my suit around 
the corner and hock it. I’ve got a fuzzy 


in the seventh at the Fair Grounds.” (A 
fuzzy is defined in the glossary: “A horse 
whose chances appear infinitely better 
than those of his competitors in a race; a 
standout, a stickout.”) 

The only people who will like this book 
are horse players; its only heroes are 
horse players. 


The Fundamentals 


SCHOOLING YOUR HORSE, by Capt. 
Vladimir S. Littauer, 177 pages, illustrated. 
D. Van Nostrand Company, $5. 


Captain Littauer has turned out a very 
well written and illustrated guide for the 
novice trainer with an average hunter, 
jumper or hack. Assuming that the reader 
is familiar with modern cross-country rid- 
ing and jumping, the author, a follower of 
Federico Caprilli, presents Forward 
Schooling with exercises developing 
“ordinary” gaits and stabilization of the 
horse. In clarifying terms and describing 
the use of Cavaletti (bars laid on the 
ground to teach approach to jumps) and 
related jumping exercises, etc., Captain 
Littauer has emphasized fundamental rid- 
ing and schooling rather than artistic. The 
result is an excellent introduction for the 
average rider and a refresher for the 
advanced.

BY-PRODUCT 


Profit in Elimination 


Sherman Ringe is a clocker for the 
Racing Form. Ringe’s a ruddy-faced guy, 
about 40 years old, and when he’s of a 
mind to he talks a little. This day it was 
about himself and over-production, 

Ringe said he’s been interested in 
horses nearly all his life. Grew up in 
Missouri, he said. Exercised horses in 
Oklahoma, worked for a while for the 
Hoots family (which owned the Kentucky 
Derby winner Black Gold), galloped 
horses, and did some race riding before 
finally growing out of the saddle. During 
the war he went Over There, and when he 
came back he hired out to pari-mutuel 
departments at several California tracks. 
Then Northridge Farm gave him a job 
breaking yearlings. 

In 1946 Harold Shumate sent Ringe 3 
horses to break. He took them to Holly- 
wood Park, where almost before you can 
say Fahlecrantz he had a barnful. He 
remembers his first clients as Lou Costello, 
Neil S. McCarthy, George Brent, T. H. 
Nesbit, and Shumate. The first crop of 
yearlings he sent to trainers included 4 
which won their first starts. Among them 
was Shawondasee, a stakes winner by

Form, broke Your Host and 8 other 2-year-olds for William Goetz, who had 
bought them for $102,500 from breeder Louis B. Mayer’s sale in January, 1949. 


Jean Bart which showed some promise be- 
fore he died late in his 2-year-old season. 
In the third group was Your Host. 

Ringe broke yearlings each winter from 
1946-1952 at Hollywood Park; had about 
40 horses under his care those days. For 
short periods he handled horses which 
were being returned to training after 
repairs or vacation, among them Busher, 
Eiffel Tower, and *Shannon II. He got 
*Shannon II ready for his successful 
campaigns soon after the horse arrived 
from Australia. 

One winter Ringe advised a client to 
dispose of a yearling which he felt had 
little chance to do well. The yearling was 
obscurely bred from a family which had 
little to recommend it, Ringe said. He 
sold the yearling at auction for $107, 2 
weeks later saw the new owner trying to 
get stall space at Santa Anita Park. 

Meanwhile, Ringe was working for the 
Fasig-Tipton Company at public auctions 
in California. One night he surprised 
himself and everyone else with a bid of 
$25 for a broodmare, and, although he had 
seen other horses sold for the minimum, 
it was a little shocking to hear the animal 
knocked down in his name. Didn’t have 
any use for the mare, and no place to keep 
her, he said, so the next day he took her 


1362 


to the stockyard and sold her for a small 
profit to a guy who bred Palaminos. The 
registration papers were sent to The 
Jockey Club to be canceled. 


Ringe said his experiences with the 
yearling and the mare put him to think- 
ing. Wouldn’t it be better to sell some of 
these unpromising animals for saddle 
horses? It could help the stall situation, 
might even improve the breed. 


At this point in his career Ringe was 
doing well; he had good clients, was break- 
ing about 70 horses each year. He decided 
to buy up all the stock he could and take 
it off the race track or out of production; 
and he was certain that horsemen and race 
tracks would take kindly to the idea. 
Spending from $25 to $50 a horse, in one 
4-year period, he said, he bought 117 head 
and had the papers canceled. Everything 
went to stockyard auctions, where the 
horses were in good demand (especially 
chestnut mares, which breeders of Pala- 
minos liked to get), and Ringe made a 
little profit.

lt wasn’t as easy as Ringe thought. 
Some talked it around that he was selling 
the horses for horse meat. He said some 
breeders were tiffed because a yearling 
taken out of competition might one day 
rob them of a breeder’s award. One by 
one the clients fell away, he said. Ringe 
got to be a clocker. 

How does a clocker feel about over 
production? 

“With the stall situation getting worse 
each year, something will have to be done 
soon. I thought I had the answer, and 
still think that something along the same 
line might help to relieve the situation. 

“No trainer likes to take a horse that 
will have little chance to pay his way. It 
doesn’t help his reputation and will quick- 
ly cure a newcomer from continuing to 
remain an owner. I'd like to see some 


fund set up that would allow the funneling 
of Thoroughbreds that did not make the 
grade out of the stud books and put to 
some other use.”

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IN CONCLUSION 


Here Comes Malicious 


weeks ago it was remarked upon this 
page: “The impression is abroad that the 
handicapping is being done, perhaps by the handi- 
capper, but for the business office.” 


“This charge,” said Nelson Dunstan in the 
Daily Racing Form, “is vicious and malicious un- 
less it can be proved. We challenge The Blood- 
Horse to prove it. We are certain they cannot. 
If The Blood-Horse believes this to be true, it 
should print the supporting evidence. Why not 
list some races in which handicapping is done ‘for 
the business office’ ?” 


We said that “the impression is abroad... .’ 
It can be proved by consultation with any group 
of experienced horsemen that a good many of them 
have such an impression. We did not undertake 
to prove that the impression was correct, and 
Mrs. Gene Markey’s letter was used only to 
introduce the subject. But the gentleman has 
asked for evidence. 


Let it be understood first that nothing vicious 
or malicious is intended. We know that handi- 
cappers are honest and capable officials. We know, 
from observation of actual handicaps, that all but 
one of them are operating with the understanding 
that 130 pounds is the highest weight they are 
allowed to assign in a flat race. We know, by 
inference, that this understanding proceeds from 
the business office, which is motivated by what 
it considers good business practice. We are not 
criticizing any one track for meeting the competi- 
tion of others; we are criticizing the situation 
which had made them competitive in this respect. 


Now consider what happened last summer at 
Hollywood Park, certainly one of the best and 
most ably managed tracks in the world. The 
principal attraction for California race fans was 
Swaps, a horse which many persons considered 
comparable to the greatest runners of all time. 
Swaps ran 5 times at the Hollywood meeting, in 
the Californian Stakes (allowances) under 127 
pounds, and in 4 handicaps, under 128, 130, 130, 
and 130 pounds. He was second to Porterhouse in 
the Californian, and won the 4 handicaps in 
phenomenal time, without substantial opposition, 
finishing eased up. He was odds-on in all 5 races, 
and the longest odds against him in a handicap 
were 3to10. There was no place or show betting 
on either of the last 2 of these races. 


If the handicapper had been permitted to 
assign Swaps weight befitting his class, he would 
have gone above the 130-pound limit. But if he 
had done this, Swaps probably would have gone 
to Chicago, and Hollywood Park might have made 
a little less money. Swaps ran on 4 of the 11 
Saturdays of the Hollywood meeting, and these 
were the only Saturdays on which the attendance 
was more than 50,000. The average Saturday 


’ 


crowd without Swaps was 45,669; with him, 54. 
693. Average Saturday betting without Swaps 
was $3,099,304; with him, $3,521,770. 


The business office probably gave California’s 
best horse a major share of the credit for the 19,5 
per cent difference in attendance and 13.6 per cent 
difference in total wagering. Thus it was re. 
inforced in the belief that the 130-pound limit 
was good business policy. 


These facts are submitted as proof that Swaps 
was weighted “for the business office.” No good 
racing secretary whose hands were free would 
make a handicap—not to mention a succession of 
handicaps—in which a horse went to the post at 
less than 1 to 3 and won pulling up. 


In a few cases tracks appear to make money 
by tying the handicapper’s hands, but it does not 
necessarily turn out that way. Nashua twice last 
summer accepted offers to run in New Jersey 
under 129 pounds. He won both times, at odds 
of 2 to 5 and 3 to 10. The results were mixed. 
The Garden State Park meeting in April and May 
had 5 Saturdays, only one of which had lower 
betting than the day Nashua ran. Monmouth 
Park had its biggest Saturday on the day Nashua 
won the Monmouth Handicap, but this ordinarily 
would have been the biggest, with or without 
Nashua. 


We are not attempting to “cast any reflection 
on the integrity of handicappers,” as Dunstan 
puts it, or to cast any reflection on executives. 
What we are trying to make clear is that the 
executives have drifted into an expedient policy 
which is, to use the official phrase, detrimental to 
the best interests of racing. It is detrimental to 
the reputation of Swaps and Nashua that neither 
of them ever carried more than 130 pounds. It is 
detrimental to the reputation of a race track that 
it should be accused of favoring one horse at the 
expense of others. Finally, it is detrimental to the 
interests of the business office, however much the 
American examples may attest the contrary. 


The Melbourne Cup drew a crowd of 100,000 
and more betting than any race in Australia. The 
favorite carried 143 pounds and was beaten half a 
neck by a 4-year-old filly under 112. It is handi- 
capping of this sort that means the most business. 
And the horse which finished second under 143 
pounds gained more honor in losing than an 
American champion gains in winning. 


A handicapper should be free to call the 
weights as he sees them, without reference to the 
business office or the limits announced by any 
owner. He should be free of even the suspicion of 
favoring any one horse or any one track. The rac- 
ing secretary properly serves in the interest of his 
track; the handicapper should be independent, 
serving the best interests of racing as a whole.
